The dedication at Bainbridge Thursday 
of a superbly equipped, 50-bed hospital for 
Negroes illustrates the ideal of co-opera- 
tion between the two races within the 
framework of segragation. . 

Heading the hospital is Dr. J. H. Grif- 
fin, who came gip from a tenant house in 
‘Lumpkin County to his present position as 
a highly respected and honored citizen of 
Bainbridge. The dedication ceremonies 
were attended by a large crowd of Negroes 
and whites, including Lieut. Gov. Marvin 
Griffin. The program was carried on five 
radio stations. It was given generous play 
in the press. 

Moreover, white physicians of South- 
west Georgia will use the hospital for their 
Negro patients. 

t is significant that patients began to 
move into the hospital on the day a Negro 
Communist sympathizer in Washington 
attempted to smear Georgia as a “state of 
lynchers”—a remark justifiably resented 
by Rep, Henderson Lanham. 

The achievement is a fine one for Dr.

We have never been great believers in 
heavy armor for tanks. Russian tanks are 
protected in the front with armor 11 to 
14 inches thick.

Roads and Schools 
Both Must Suffer 


Two Cherokee County women, young 
mothers, were killed the other day be- 
cause the road shoulder was not wide 
enough for a truck driver to pull off the 
highway to change a tire. The car in which 
the victims were riding crashed into his 
parked truck. 

The Cordele Dispatch and the State 
Patrol credit five deaths in that area to 
the fact that the shoulder is inches below 
the slab on narrow U. S. 41. 

Why must Georgia put up with such 
death traps? 

James L. Gillis, State Highway Com- 
mission chairman, answered that one this 
way: 

“We have nothing to build with.” 

Mr. Gillis pointed.out that Tennessee, 
which has four-laned Highway 41 to the 
Georgia line, has a $66,000,000 annual 
budget for roads as compared to $26,000,000 
for Georgia. He could have added that 
vehicle taxes and fees and the gasoline 
tax put about $43,000,000 in the State till 
each year, but we take $17,000,000 of that 
for schools. 

We think the Highway Department 
could do better than it does with the $26,- 
000,000, But the fact remains that we are 
robbing pavements to pay pedagogues and 
not doing justice to either one. 

That’s why we must tap a new source 
of State revenue or else go on paying the 
price in inadequate schools, poor roads, 
and a traffic toll increasing at a rate which 
appalls.

Georgians Back 
Economic Controls 


WASHINGTON—Geergia Congressional lead- 
ers have taken a positive stand in the move to 
give the President full authority to impose what- 

ever economic controls may be necessary to meet the rising price 
situation growing out of war events in Korea. 


While he is not yet convinced that it will be necessary to im- 
pose all-out controls, Senator Walter F. George said he was pre- 
pared to vote to give the President full authority to act as he sees 
fit. But whether or not such controls actually become necessary 
he believes public pressure will force Mr. Truman to exercise the 
authority given him. 


Senator Richard B. Russell goes even further. He thinks it is 
not possible to have a partial system of controls, and will: support 
proposals for giving the President complete stand-by controls. 


“If there is any further increase in the price situation,” said 
Russell, “I think controls should be slapped on at once, with prices 
rolled baek to a date prior to the Korean outbreak. I have every 
confidence that the President will exercise fully the authority 
Congress intends to give him. We are either. in trouble or not. But 
we have got to act. I think we are in mortal danger and we should 
take immediate steps to safeguard the national economy.” 


On the House side similar expressions were forth- 
Mandatory coming from various Georgia members. Repre- 
sentative Eugene Cox, of Camilla, one of the veteran members of 
thé lower body and acting chairman of the powerful Rules Com- 
mittee, said he was in favor of all-out controls, but wants them to 
be made mandatory. In other words, he would not only give the 
President authority to freeze prices and wages across the board, 
but would insist on him using them. 

Judge Cox, in taking this position, wants to be certain that 
present wage levels are frozen ‘along with commodities and other 
items entering into the price structure. To put controls on one with- 
out including the other would be a grievous mistake, he declares— 
“an act of cowardice that deserves the scorn of the patriot.” 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Milledgeville, dean of the Geor- 
gia delegation in the House, was one of the first to come out in 
favor of the Baruch Plan for imposing controls on everything until 
the present emergency passes over. 

Representative Paul Brown, of Elberton, a high ranking mem- 
ber of the banking and currency committee which wrote the bill 
reported to the House, took a slightly milder view of the situation. 
He thought the original request of the President for authority to 


_ allocate critical materials and restrict credit met the needs of the 


situation for the moment. 


Brown was in favor of passing the milder legislation immediate- 
ly and then have proper Congressional committees take up the 
broader subject of general price controls later. His concern was 
that if across-the-board controls are imposed now it may take 
years to get rid of them. The country is producing plenty of every- 
thing for everybody, he said, adding that it was only a matter of 
informing the people to get rid of the hysteria that has been re- 
sponsible for scared buying and hoarding. 


While reluctant to vote for controls of any kind in 
Abnormal normal times, Representative James C. Davis, of 
Decatur, cast his lot with supporters of the all-out plan with the 
explanation that “we have jumped from normal to abnormal con- 
ditions.” 

“Before the Korean crisis arose,” he said, “My record was 
against controls. But now that these conditions are here I am con- 
vinced that prices and wages should fbe rolled back to the June 
level. Controls should -be mandatory and not stand-by authority. 
They should be imposed for a year, after which we could review 
the situation and determine what is necessary.” 

To justify his position, Judge Davis laid before the House a 
charge showing the price increase that has taken place in food- 
stuffs in Atlanta since the Korean outbreak on June 25. Here is 
what his table showed: 

The price of bread has jumped from 14 to 15 cents a loaf. 
Butter, from 65 to 69 cents a pound. 

Sugar, from 43 to 47 cents for five pounds. 

Lard, from 77 to 87 cents. 

Coffee, from 69 to 85 cents per pound. 

Pork chops, from 59 to 89 cents per pound. 

Loin steak, from 89 to $1.10 per pound. 

Lamb chops, from 89 to $1.10 per pound.

Similar price increases have occurred over the country gener- 
ally, Judge Davis said. He declared the time had come to call a 
halt.

interest in blood transfusion, which is falsely 


considered the only way to save life of one who 
has lost much blood. But there are several sub- 
stitutes which are better and safer. There are 


so many types and variations in blood that the 
more the doctors learn, the more errors they 
make, hence we should find the best substitute 
and quit the illegal blood business. 

In the bloodletting days of C. Columbug, 
blood transfusion was first tried, but with such 
poor success that by the seventeenth century 
the practice was banned by France and Eng- 
land and also by the Pope in 1675, The Ger- 
mans could have used the blood of millions 
which they converted into soap, fertilizers, etc., 
but they preferred the substitute “periston.” 
Other substitutes are salt solution, pectin in 
water, dextran, etc. 

The New York Times of Nov. 30, 1949, re- 
ported a Mayo Clinic doctor as saying: “Dex- 
tran aside from its low cost, avoids some of 
the untoward effects of plasma in comparison 
with the use of whole blood. It removes the 
complications of transfusions which have been 
increasing as more is learned about blood 
grouping.” 

Moreover, the Bible teachers that the blood 
and the life are identical, and that both are 
sacred—Lev. 17:10-14. Hence it is wrong to use 
blood as a medicine or a food. The doctor takes 
the richest part of a person and feeds it into the 
veins of another person, which is semicannibal- 
ism. God even objects to us eating the blood of 
animals and fowls, etc., or eating the flesh with 
the blood in it, as when strangled.—Acts 15:28-29,

report that people are buying the general run 


of groceries in amounts normal for this time of year. 


Many sipres report heavy sales of sugar, but that is 
the usual canning season, not to hoarding When the sugar-hoard- 
ing rush started 10 days ago one large chain gave five pounds 
sugar free with every ten-dollar grocery order, their reason 
“to let women know there was plenty of sugar available and 


reason to stockpile it.” 


Did it work? 


Company officials said 


slowed sugar sales back to normal and so effective was this move 
that “folks who bought seven or eight-dollar orders just weren’t 
interested in buying more just for free sugar.” 


Do We Have Enough Food? 


The answer is yes. In fact, we have surpluses of many of the 
basic foods, “food in reserve” as it is now called. Not only that 
but this year’s crops in general are good. Food production is weil 


ahead of what it was at the start of World War II. 


The world 


food situation is also much improved so that foreign countries are 
far less dependent upon us for supplies. 


Price Changes 


_. There have been many price advances in recent weeks, but 
most of them are normal and seasonal. (Perhaps we’ve all been 


more conscious of them.) 


Prices on lard, pork and beef have 


leveled off somewhat in the past few days. 
New packs of many food items, especially fruits and vege- 


tables, will be higher priced. 


These increases are not due 


to the Korean situation, but rather to increasing labor and 
supply costs. In many of these seasonal industries prices 
have had to be adjusted due to increasing costs since last 


year’s packing operation. 


There’s no use to rush out and stock up on canned foods for they 
have a definite shelf life and do not keep indefinitely. One grocery 
executive told me of a woman who tried to return extra cases of 
food after the last war—food she’d had for two or three years. 
Naturally they couldn't take it back. They knew it was old food 
because of their stores’ system of coding all merchandise to guar- 


antee freshness! 


No Soap Shortage 


Some women have reported difficulty in buying soaps and soap 


powders. 


That, too, is only a “spotty situation” and on only one or 


two brands. One company was closed for vacation but is now 
back on normal operating schedules. Normally no one buys a 


case Of s0ap or soap powder. 


If they do it now they just keep 


23 other people from having soap.

_ ‘The food industry is in a better position than ever before to 
meet any unusual demands in the processing and packaging of 


foods. 


All food executives agree they have better and newer ma- 
chinery, enlarged plants, advanced research, new products and 
better packages to protect freshness and quality.

| platform and stand, ears back, barking defiantly until the train 


disappeared in a cloud of dust around the curve. 

“That’s a crazy dog,” the stationmaster once told its owner. 
“Does he think he can catch the Empire State Express?” 

“That ain’t the craziest thing about him,” drawled the farmer. 
“The craziest thing is what would he do with it if he did catch it!” 

Well, we are just as foolish as that dog. We have caught the 
Empire State Express of material progress. We have caught every- 
thing in the science of gadgets. We are the beneficiaries of the 
gratest technological era known to history. Our science is superb, 
but our happiness is not. We are dissatisfied. We are victims of 
more heart attacks, more high blood pressure and more nervous 
breakdowns than ever before in the history of the world. Is it 
surprising that everyone is seeking an easy mind? 

There is an easy way to an easy mind. Simply start to prac- 
tice having an easy mind. Adopt the habit of affirming three times 
each day that God is filling your mind with peace. Then have the 
faith to assume it is so. This may sound foolish, but it is sound 
psychology. The great psychologist, William James advised those 
troubled with one kind of emotion who wanted to change it to a 
better one, to live on the assumption that they already had the 
emotion desired. It is a demonstrable fact that if you do this 
continuously and with faith that in due time the corrective emo- 
tion will dominate. So, to get an easy mind, begin by affirming 
that God is NOW giving it to you. That is the beginning of the 
way to an easy mind. 

After you have gained some experience in affirmation, the next 
step is to learn to practice disciplining your mind to repel that 
uneasiness which arises from the subconscious. One cannot dis- 
cipline the subconscious mind by mere will power. You have to 
outsmart it by a higher strategy. The Bible with subtle insight 
gives the method, “Resist not evil, but overcome evil with good.” 
That means to set good thoughts against evil thoughts such as guilt 
thoughts, negative thoughts, hate thoughts, all of which destroy 
our peace. A good thought strongly held has more power than 
an evil thought. So the important thing is to send down good 
thoughts into the subconscious, which ultimately governs every 
act. Practice suggesting to your subconscious that you have the 
peace and quietness of God. Don’t merely ask for it, affirm 
it. Three times each day actually say to your subconscious that 
God’s peace is yours. 

The third step is to get your mind cleaned up because the 
poisons in it can contaminate your whole jife. You can never have 
an easy mind while you have guilty secrets. You may try to 
rationalize, that is to attempt to make black appear white. “I 
never did anything bad, really bad, that is,” you explain. “I never 
robbed anybody. I never ran off with another man’s wife. I’m a 
moral man. Nobody is perfect. Of course there are things I’m 
ashamed of it, but I’m as good as the next man.” Thus you can de- 
fend yourself. 

If you can reason that way, it indicates that your own thoughts 
have condemned you. The moral judge in your conscious mind is 
telling you that even though small, your sins mount up. And an 
accumulation of a lot of little sons through the years can.take away 
ease of mind as surely as the big sins. You will need to clean 
them up to get an easy mind. 

There is a final step necessary to attaining and maintaining 
ease of mind. Apprehension, worry, insecurity may be removed 
from your mind by deciding every question and every issue through 
partnership with God. Practice talking to God about everything 
you do in your home or in your business. 

If you keep practicing constantly this idea of conscious part- 
nership with God, it is astonishing how things will work out, 
perhaps not always as you may want them to, but in the long run 
as they should be. :

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Safety Rules Given 
To Curb Accidents 


reported 

In the eight-year period, 1941-1948 inclusive, 
435 farmers were killed in accidents in Georgia; 
217 in the last three years. Livestock, machinery, 
firearms and burns accounted for almost 50 per 
cent of those fatalities, as follows: Livestock, 55 
deaths: firearms, 55; machinery, 53; burns, 44; 
lightning, 23; drownings, 21; falls, 20; crushed, 16. 
Sifles Martin Others were from miscellaneous causes. 

The State Health Department says there are 
about 2,000 accidental deaths in Georgia each year from all cayses. 
The toll on farms is heavy, nearly 100 annually. 

In the “old days” most farm accidents were caused by animals, 
which included being thrown by mules and horses; kicks while 
harnessing them, or working with them generally. Horses are more 
or less docile, mild-mannered and easily handled—some with 
almost human traits. But mules, that’s different. The heels of this 
highly fractious and unpredictable animal have long been con- 
sidered dangerous and they pack a heavy kick too. Many trace 
chains have been lengthened because the farmer did not want to 
get too close to the mules’ heels while hitching the animals to a 
buggy or plow. 

Many farmers obviate the danger while riding horses or 
mules te and from work by untying the hamestring—that 
cord that fastens the hames to the collar. When this is loosed, 
all the harness will come off easily, without the rider be- 
coming entangled therein. 

Cow kicks form another source of painful hurts, though seldom 
as serious as are “hooks” by cows. Often, only the bucket of milk 
is lost because of the kick, but the milker’s leg sometimes is also 
hit. Cows use horns to ward off any approach they do not like, 
be it man or dog. 

The small boy has not always escaped the calf’s fury in the 
boy’s attempt to “hold off” the small animal, so milking the 
mother by an oldster may proceed. This after the boy’s barefoot 
has been “tromped on” by the belligerent calf, used to “bring the 
milk down.” 

The creek “wash holes” were also a source of drownings and 
accidents from stumps and maybe dives in shallow water; hunting 
was the source of some accidents and deaths, especially when the 
hunter sought to negotiate a fence, over one of rails or through 
one of strands of wire. Most farmers “unloaded” their guns when 
placed in their home, and away from the reach of children. 

Lightning rods with the shining gless balls and the fancy 
weathervanes formerly adorned many farm homes to protect 
them from lightning bolts, but most of the lightning casual- 
tles were caused by farmers taking refuge during a rain 
under a tree. We note a scattering of lightning rods now on 
farm homes. 

Wood-cutting was an accident hazard on the farm, by pieces 
flying up and striking one on the head or shoulders. 

Rusty nails stuck in bare feet, likely to cause tetanus (lockjaw), 
er blood poisoning, still are as great a menace as ever. 

The picture has been changed somewhat in recent years. Danger 
ef accidents and deaths on the farm has greatly increased as 
machinery is being used more and more. 3 

Some rules to cut down on farm accidents as outlined by safety 
groups include: : 

all steps in good repair; do not use rickety ladders; point 
guns high in the air while toting and unloaded while in the home; 
te tractors and other ma ery so they will not overturn on 
driver; keep a safe distance from vicious animals; do not use 
oils to start fires and do not keep kerosene or gasoline inside the 
home; do not smoke around a barn; do not swim alone; in oper- 
ating ALL moving machines like autos and tractors, loek out for 
children; do not let children operate or play with machinery; do 
not move around in a dark room or house without a light. 

The phy of the old Negro man who said he did not 
want to “go higher than pullin’ fodder, nor lower than diggin’ 
*taters” is justified by the fact that fewer of that race than whites 
are disabled or crippled from accidents. 

They are cautious. You might well be also. 

Youth and other farm groups are being urged to join 
this crusade te cut down accidents on farms in Georgia. 

The Greater Atlanta Safety Council, Rutherford Ellis, Presi- 
dent, a unit of the National Safety Council, is sponsoring the drive 
in the Atlanta area and on Georgia farms. John Wayt, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Atlanta group, is chairman of the Farm Safety Section.
